THE ALL YEAR HOG CABIN 


With lowered prices for pork pro-| 


ducts, it is eSsential to keep produc- 
tion costs correspondingly low in or- 
der to show a profit at the end of the 
year’s operations. It is particularly 
important to expend as little as pos- 
sible on overhead charges such as 
buildings and equipment from which 
no direct revenue will be received. 

Where old farm buildings or barn 
space is available, the housing prob- 
lem with swine is not a serious one 
Some swine breeders, however, have 
to provide accommodation for their 
swine, and these are advised of the 
successful use of the all year hog 
cabin at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. 

Under the rather extreme climatic 
conditions which prevail at Ottawa 
the swine breeding stock is housed 
throughout the year in cabins, with 
the exception of two months twice a 
year when the sows farrow and nurse 
their litters in the main swine barn. 
In the winter, the sows are fed liber- 
ally and the cabins are well bedded 
with dry straw. In the spring, the 
cabins are hauled to the pasture and 
with the side flaps raised up, provide 
excellent’ shelter and shade during the 
summer months. 

The all year hog cabin is a cheap 
shelter contructed of one ply boards 
and is built on skids to provide ease 
of moving. Further details and plans 
for building the all year hog cabin 
can be procured free of charge upon 
application to the Division of Animal 
Husbandry, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa.

. Blueberry Supply Heavy 


The volume of blueberries reaching 
the market this year is considerably 
greater than that of any recent previ- 
ous year. This is the opinion of C. 
E. Broughton, Ontario Marketing 
Board. Mr. Broughton said that 
hitherto blueberry picking has been 
an activity confined to farmers. ‘This 
year, however, many of the unem- 
ployed have turned to the picking 
and selling of this fruit as a means of 
obtaining ready cash. In the Sud- 
bury district alone it is reported that 
approximately 500 unemployed are 
engaged in this work. Based on the 
most recent figures, express ship- 
ments from this section are greater 
than those of last year by some 3,000 
eleven quart baskets.

Crop Conditions 


Following is a summary of crop 
conditions in Ontario at the end o1 
July: The harvesting of fall wheat 
was practically completed. Yields 
were about average and the quality ot 
grain splendid except in fields dam- 
aged by Hessian fly or lodged. Spring 
wheat..oats, barley and mixed grains 
were improved by rainfall but yields 
will be lower than last year due to 
unfavorable weather at seeding time 
and in the first three weeks of June.

Pastures 
are good in the central and western 
districts, but poor in the western part, 
due to insufficient rainfall. Hay and 
clover crops were good yields in West- 
ern and Central Ontario, but the hay 
was damaged by wet weather.

Census Farm Figures 


Figures released by the Bureau of 
Stat#@ics in connection with the 
census taken last year show that the 
number of farms in Ontario has de- 
creased from 198,053 in 1921 to 192,- 
174 in 1931, a difference of 5,779 
farms. The number of Ontario farms 
by acre content is given as follows: 1 
to 10 acres, 15,934; 11 to 50 acres, 
30,605; 51 to 100 acres, 68,620; 101 to 
200 acres, 58,295; 201 to 299 acres, 
9,451; 300 acres and over, 9,269. 

Another report shows that the num- 
ber of automobiles on Canadian farms 
to have increased from 157,000 in 1921 
to 321,800 in 1931. Ontario has by 
far the largest number cf cars, 125,716. 
It has also 14,586 motor trucks. Other
